Romd, Sept. 25.— The Italian 
gov- 
einment Is moving rapidly and with 
detoi mination in 
the m atter of 
an 
Italian protectorate over Tripoli. 
Us 
plans are no longer concealed and its 
attitude is favored by all classes ex­ 
cept the advanced section of the So­ 
cialists, who threaten to call a gen­ 
eral strike in the event of hostilities. 
Although not attaching much impor­ 
tance to the strike the government is 
acting with the greatest prudence in 
every way and has decided to call to 
the colors 112,000 reservists so as to 
be prepared for all emergencies both 
nf nome and abroad. 
It is reported that an Italian squad­ 
ron consisting of the battleships Na­ 
poli and Roma, the armored cruisers 
Pisa, Anwilfl, Giuseppe Garibaldi, V a ­ 
rese and Francesco Ferrucio and two 
flotillas of 
destroyers and 
torpedo 
boats left Syracuse for Tripoli. 
The warship* carried no troops and 
It is understood w ill confine their ac­ 
tion for the present to watching the 
coasts. 
They w ill interfere only in 
the event of an outbreak on the part 
of Turkey. 


Hopes for Am icable Settlem ent. 


According 
to the

official circles the government

hopes to effect an amicable arrange 
ment with Turkey whereby Italy w ill 
procure a lease of Tripoli, under the 
sovereignty of Turkey, paying the ref­ 
eree and annual settlement of Africa. |

Prepared to Meet Any Move. 


The government is prepared to meet 
any aggressive measure on the part 
of Turkey, such as attacks ui>on the 
lives and property of Italian subjects 
in Turkey, in which case, it is under­ 
stood, a naval demonstration w ill be 
made before Sm yrna immediately.

30,000.

whole fleet and expeditionary force of 
(50,000 men.

liner Romania, bound from Constanti­ 
nople, on arrival in the Dardanelles 
was boarded by the Italian vice con­ 
sul, who ordered the captain to land 
his passengers within half an hour. 
The Romania sailed for Italy without 
landing the malls.

the profits to the loss of the less In­

stockholders, 
the 
report 
of 
Herbert Knox Sm ith of the department 
of commerce and labor has been made 
public. 
The tobacco trust is now In process 
of dissolution by order of the supreme 
court of the United States because it 
w’as 
a combination 
in 
restraint of 
trade, in violation of the Sherman an­ 
ti-trust law. 
The report was sent to 
the president. 
It was the second part 
of a report on the tobacco industry, 
and deals with the earnings, capitali­ 
zation and investment of the great 
tobaoco combination. 


Overvaluation 9148,000,000. 


"T h e 
combination’s 
capitalization 
(exclusive of intercompany holdings) 
is much greater than its actual in­ 
vestment,” says the report. 
"T he dif­ 
ference lies in the value attributed to 
’good w ill.’ 
The tangible assets (plant 
and 
working 
capital) 
have 
usually 
been entered on its books at approxi­ 
mately their true valuations. 
“ But the ‘good w ill’ in its domestic 
business alone stood on the books in 
1908 at, roughly, $148,000,000, whereas
